Here is another sin attributed ‘to broad- 


casting stations. A newspaper reader, erit- 


ieising the spreading of false news reports, 
says that the greatest offenders in this matter 
nowadays are ‘the radio broadcasters. 

Their offenses are not national, of course. 
They come from excess of zeal to oblige the 
public by giving information, as promptly as 
possible, about important events. But in this 
effort they probably do spread more unreliable 
rumors than any other — news-distributing 
ageney, and sometimes those rumors are mis- 
chievous in their effects. 

Newspapers are sometimes guilty of the 
same offense, committed from excess of zeal. 
Sut newspapers generally feel obliged to serut- 
inize reports pretty carefully, and when they 
are dubious or unverifiable, either to suppress 
them or else print them with a frank warning 
of their uneertain nature. Radio announcers 
seem to feel far less responsibility but are in- 
clined to take reports from any quarter and 
send them out regardless of consequences. 

This is a matter in which broadcasters will 
doubtless develop greater care and judgment 
as they come to appreciate the burden of re- 
sponsibility carried by any news service.
